REDS TO WITHDRAW 


Troops From 


Austria 


Hungary May 
Get More 


Vienna, July 31. 

The statement of Marshal 
Zhukov that all Soviet troops 
must be out of Austria, and 
back in the Soviet Union, by 
October 1, has been received 
here with satisfaction but no 
special rejoicing. 

Unofficially people tended 
rather to say “the sooner the 
better, but they had to be out 
by October 25 unyway." 

The Russian withdrawal will 
affect the Austrian peapte much 
more favourably than the with- 
drawal of the Western — allies. 
First of all there are estimated 
to be 40,000 of them as com- 
parcd with less than 20,000 of 
the Westem allics all together, 
S¢condly, they Interfered much 
more with the Austrian ad- 
ministration than the — other 
allies.

It was notlecable in today's

Astrunomers have been work- 
ing un the project for seven 
years, in conjunction with the 
National Geographic Socicty. 


The first two hundred sections 
of the atlas are being sent to 
muny observatorics all over the 
world, The tull atlas, which will 
have 1,758 sections, costs $2,000 
and Is ¢xpected to be finished in 
1956, 


Each section of the atlas Is 24 
Inches square, and when the 
atlas Is complete, all the sections 
will cover an area about the size 
of a tennis court,—China Mall 
Special.

Discouraged 


Qutlawing of the bikini, even 
though this scason’s fashion 
seems to bo the one-piece, will 
moan that the more daring com- 
petitors will be discouraged and 
the average admirer disappointed, 

Tho ban follows a scrics of 
attacks by Italian Church 
leaders and parliamentarians on 
beauty competitions. 

A 3l-year-old Italian monar- 
chist member of the Chamber of 
Deputies (Lower House of 
Parliament), Signor = Nunzio 
Caroleo, called beauty contests 
“exhibltims of vanity and 
stupidity which offend public 
morals, favour vice and cor- 
ruption, Insult the dignity of the 
uation and Its austere, traditional 
decorum.” 

Italian beauty contests have 
never been accused of lacking 
in decency or respectability, Nor 
has a hint of scandal cver 
touched them. The opposition 
fs mgainst them In principle. 

The Vanleen | een 
Osservatore ~~ harshly 
criticised the “lewd and evil” 
films produced in Italy and “the 
l-famed. beauty contests” which 
feed the film market. 

“This market,” it wrote, “has 
the brutality of white slavery 
and draws in no small degree

“Facial charm, personal beauty 
nnd elegance of dress and de- 
portment are not enough for the 
film producers.

Tieauty contests: have, in fact, 
been a gold mino for the Itallan 
film industry . since the war. 
Nearly every film star of note 
joday was ‘discoverad” at 1 
contest. 

The 1047 “Miss Italy” contest, 
for Instance, produced no fowrr 
than three beauties who have 
since won world-wide rcnown— 
Gina Lollobrigida, Slivana 
(“Bitler Rice’) Mangano and 
Lucia = Bose (who recenlly 
married’ the Spanish bullfighter- 
film yactor Luis Miguei 
Dominguin). 

Lucla won the title because 
Gina wns considered rather too 
short to be chosen as Italy's 
levellest woman. 

Others who graduated to 
screen fame through beauty 
cuntests weie Silvana Pampanini, 
the classical Italian beauty, and 
Sophia Loren, — Haly's latest 
“pbombshell.” 


New Trend 


But two years ago a mew 
trend was seen In Italian beduly 
stand:rds. The clected “Miss 
Italy” Incked the voluptuousness 
truditionally nssociated = with 
Italian beauty. 

Agnin last year, the queen 
wos a quict, unassuming girl 
with o pretty smile who sur- 
prised Italians by revealing that 
she could cook. 

Italians Interpreted the trend, 
not as a move towards a new

Cotton Problem 
Senators 
Call On 

Eisenhower 


Washitigton, July 31. 
Sen. Wiilter ‘F. George 
will head a delegation of 100 
senators and representatives 
to the White House on Mon- 
day to discuss cotton 
problems with President 


Eisenhower, 

The Georgian and some 35 
senators and 05 representatives 
from cotton - producing and 
textile-manufacturing states arc 
murmed at tire administration’s 
cotton export pollcy, the size of 
the Government's — Increasing 
stockpile of more than 8,000,000 
surplus bales, and the drop in 
colton farmer Income. 

“The purpose for the House 
meeting will be to discuss ou 
postive programme for expand- 
Ing cotton exports together with 
4 programme to prevent hard- 
ship to the domestic manufac- 
turing: industry,” Senator George 
sald in a statement. 

The meeting apparently was 
touched off by failure of the 
Dopurtment of  Agriculture— 


whith White House backing--to 
mialkee a policy statement on 
vollon exports prior to the 
Aug. 1 opening of the 1955-54 
marketing your. The Depart- 
ment had prepared a statement 
which would have  encournged 
sale of Government - owned 
colton abroad ot “competitive 
prices.” 


NOT SATISFIED 


The Agriculture Department, 
toying with the idea of authoris- 
Ing un export subsldy for US 
cotton as well aa the plan for 
dumping vig surpluses on the 
world market, sat back with a 
“see what happens" attitude, 

Apparently thia did not please 
Senator George. 

“Ag o result of our foreign 
ngricultural policy,” Sen. George 
suid, “domestleally , produced 
cotton Is priced above the world 
miurket and fs rapidly losing _ its 
competilive position, The 
umbrelin effect of this policy 
coupled with our domestic price 
support programme is not only 
encournging incrensed cotton 
production abrond while pro- 
duction is being curtailed at 
home, bul it in bringing about ao 
sharp Increase jn the use of 
synthetics. 

“It has now been fully demon- 
strated that the United States 
cnnnot adjust world supplies of 
cotton by curtallment of uere- 
ages In the United States.” 

Meantime, 63 senators Intro- 
duced a bill that would provide 
for Hmlting imports of cotton 
textiles, It also would direct 
the Commodity Credit Corp. to 
use Ms present authority to scll
